NEW data shows that alcohol- 
related crime and health problems 
on the isle are soaring. 

A report by Kent County Council shows that 
Thanet is beset with problems relating to 
drinking - more so than any other district in 
the county 

Based on the latest figures that compare all 
areas in the county Thanet leads the way in all 
drink-related crime - and by some distance. 

Violent crime fuelled by drink is also more 
prevalent here than in any other district. 

In 2005-06, authorities attributed 1,460 
crimes to alcohol, with 1,067 of those incidents 
also involving violence, a much higher figure 
than Swale, which, with 1,140 (against the 1,460 
figure), was the next worst-affected district. 

Meradin Peachey, director of public health 
for KCC, said: “There is a big problem. The 
report doesn’t make good reading for Thanet.” 

Depravation and the lack of employment 
could be factors in the isle’s poor showing. 

Ms Peachy added: “We’ve always known that 
the number of people who smoke is related to 
deprivation, but we’ve not been as sure if 
that was the same with alcohol, although it 
would appear so. 

“Much of this could be down to education or 
unemployment and other social conditions.” 

The Alcohol Misuse Select Committee 
report, recently presented to the county coun¬ 
cil cabinet, also reveals that drinking is 
responsible for a greater number of hospital¬ 
isations than other areas of the county. 

In 2004-05 the figures showed that 276 males 
were admitted to hospital in Thanet, dwarfing 
the next highest number, in Swale at 154. 

Females taken in for treatment were also the 
largest number in Kent, with a total of 139

THE county council is ask¬ 
ing people on the isle for 
their views on a road im¬ 
provement scheme. 

The authority wants to improve 
traffic movements at the Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
Hospital in Margate, and Kent 
Highway Services has proposed 
work on the A245 Ramsgate Road. 

The junction of the A245 where it 
meets with the QEQM could be the 
location for traffic lights, bus and 
ambulance priority measures and a 
pedestrian crossing. 

The hospital access road could also 
be widened. 

A consultation period will take 
place, with residents urged to make 
their views known. 

Council officials think the scheme 
will make the road safer, with access 


to the hospital easier for pedestrians 
and buses. 

They also say it will better serve 
the continued expansion of the hos¬ 
pital in keeping with the aspirations 
and policies of the Thanet Local 
Plan. 

David Hall, KCC head of transport 
and development, said: “This project 
will make a great difference to all of 
those who use the hospital. 

“We will listen carefully to resi¬ 
dents’ views and these will be consid¬ 
ered at the design stage. I am thor¬ 
oughly pleased these improvements 
will soon be implemented.” 

The scheme has been approved by 
Thanet council and KCC members, 
who hope work will start by the end 
of the financial year (next April).

cases, much higher than Canterbury 
with 102 reported incidents. 

In both categories, and in many oth¬ 
ers, Thanet’s totals are much higher 
than the national average and the 
problem spreads to those under-18s 
drinking illegally. 

The statistics for underage drinkers 
going into hospital also make worry¬ 
ing reading, with the isle’s rates more 
alarming than other areas of Kent. 

The report calls for urgent meas¬ 
ures to tackle the drinking culture. 

Binge-drinking, access to cheap 
alcohol and the need to educate young 
people to the perils of abuse are just 
three key areas highlighted. 

Graham Gibbens, KCC cabinet 
member for public health, said: “This 
is not about telling people what they 
can and cannot do - this is about 
being sensible, taking control of your 
own actions and acting quickly for 
those whose lives are damaged by 
alcohol misuse. 

“Misuse of alcohol is a serious and 
strategic issue affecting all parts of 
society. There needs to be a change in 
culture and attitudes towards alcohol. 

“I want to ensure that young people 
in Kent are fully aware of the dangers 
that they are doing to their long-term 
health if they binge-drink. KCC will 
be running a public health campaign 
to highlight the dangers of alcohol to 
young people’s health. 

“We need to educate young people 
about the pitfalls of binge drinking 
and the long-term damage. 

“There is not just the financial cost 
caused to the NHS, police, county 
council and other agencies, but fami¬ 
lies and society also pay a high price 
for the loss or decline of a loved one 
and the disruption and disorder the 
misuse of alcohol can bring.” 


Wrecks removed 

ANOTHER batch of untaxed and 
abandoned vehicles has been re¬ 
moved from the roads. 

The Operation Cubit scheme was 
put in force again from July 1-4, with 
41 cars taken away. 

Six owners paid to have their vehi¬ 
cles returned, while the other vehicles 
will be crushed or sold if they are not 
claimed and paid for. 

Once vehicles are taken away, 
owners have to pay £200 to reclaim 
them, but £120 is refundable if they 
tax their vehicles within two weeks. 

If they still remain untaxed, vehi¬ 
cles are removed again.

Gerry tires of our politicians and makes own MP bid 


A NEW face is entering the 
isle’s political scene. 

Ramsgate First leader Gerry 
O’Donnell has revealed exclusively to 
Yourthanet that he will be joining the 
battle for the Thanet South parliamen¬ 
tary seat. 

It will be Mr O’Donnell’s first 
attempt to win the marginal seat and 
the 62-year-old father of eight is opti¬ 
mistic that his presence in the general 
election, likely to be held in 2010, will 
be a good thing for the constituency. 

He said: “It’s important to raise the 
level of political debate here and get 
people talking about the issues which 
affect us. 

“I returned to Ramsgate in 2001 after 
some time away and was appalled by 
the run-down nature of the town. 

“I have come to the conclusion that 
Ramsgate, as well as parts of Margate 
and Cliftonville, have been neglected to 
the point where a fire might have been 
a more decent and better end.” 

Mr O’Donnell declared last week his 
intention to run against incumbent 
Labour MP Dr Steve Ladyman and 
Tory hopeful Laura Sandys. 

His joining the race could prove cru¬ 
cial as it is one of the most closely con¬ 
tested seats in the country.

Mr O’Donnell, who set up Ramsgate 
First in 2005 to campaign for a town 
council, is a well-known face in 
Ramsgate.

Laura Sandys will not rock the 
boat or do anything to upset David 
Cameron, and Stephen Ladyman, 
despite being an affable chap, has 
proved woefully inadequate to the 
task.”

Banged up for theft, 
fraud and GBH, and 
that's just the officers 


THIRTY-FOUR Kent police officers 
ended up behind bars during the 
past three years - including eight 
from east Kent who cover Thanet. 

Figures released by Kent Police in 
response to a Freedom of Inform¬ 
ation request made by one of our 
reporters show that the arrested 
officers faced a total of 14 charges 
including indecent assault, pervert¬ 
ing the course of justice and inde¬ 
cent assault. 

From 2005 to date, 23 officers - 
employed to bring down crime and 
make the county safer - were 
charged with breaking the law. 

A spokesman for the force said: 
“Kent Police currently has 3,759 
police officers, 362 PCSOs and 2,664 
police staff. 

“The force expects its officers and 
employees to maintain the highest 
level of professionalism and honesty 
at all times, both on and off duty. 

“Incidents of dishonesty by police 
officers are very rare. 

“Kent Police’s policy is that any 


criminal offence or misconduct is not 
tolerated and will always be the sub¬ 
ject of a thorough investigation. 

“Where the Crown Prosecution 
Service considers there is sufficient 
evidence, police officers and police 
staff will be charged.” 

The figures from east Kent show 
that four were arrested in 2005, one 
in 2006 and three in 2007. 

So far in 2008, none have been 
arrested. 

Countywide, 16 officers were 
arrested in 2005, with the figure 
falling to nine the following year, 
eight in 2007 and just one so far this 
year. 

Of those questioned, nine were 
charged in 2005, along with eight in 
2006 and five last year. 

The officer arrested this year was 
also charged. 

Offences across the county include 
common assault, criminal damage, 
excess breath alcohol, theft, false 
imprisonment, fraud, GBH and 
harassment.

Knife attack at beach

Kent County Show 


MORE than 100,000 people 
flocked to the Kent Show last 
weekend - leaving the organisers 
struggling to cope. 

Thousands of motorists were left fuming as 
they sat in queues of traffic for up to two 
hours to get into the County Showground in 
Detling Hill on Sunday. 

The show’s general manager, David Goff, 
admitted they had been a victim of their own 
success - and had underestimated the num¬ 
ber of families attending the last day of the 
three-day event. 

He put the congestion down to a system of 
temporary traffic lights and road works 
implemented to block off U-tum junctions. 

Mr Goff said: “When you have a system, you 
have to run with it. We had a lot of people 
here over the weekend and a lot more on 
Sunday than we thought.” 

But the show itself, now in its 79th year, 
was a huge success - with the Dancing 
Diggers, show-jumping and a giant walking 
robot among the highlights. 

There were more than 900 stalls across the 
250-acre site and a selection of sheep, cows, 
goats and horses battling to win prizes.

I like the 
countryside area of the ground - you’ve got 
reindeer and gundogs, as well as falconry. 

“It’s quintessentially English, which I like.” 

Kent Scouts were also out in force, with 
about 50 volunteers promoting the work of 
the organisation across the county. 

Jane Town, adult development officer, said: 
‘We’re here to promote Scouting and make 


sure people know what it’s all about, which is 
a whole variety of things.” 

The Kent Youth Trials Club had riders 
demonstrating their skills on a dedicated dirt 
track, complete with obstacles at the entrance 
to the heritage area. 

One of its star proteges is seven-year-old 
Ieuan Jones, from Ashford, who has only been 
riding for ten months. 

Dad Tony said: “He loves it - every weekend 
he’s out on the bike, he absolutely adores it 
and spends a couple of days of just solid rid¬ 
ing.

Now we want to find out in 
more detail what the issues are.

“It is our job to make sure taxpayers 
get the best value for money. One of 
our core roles is to find out what peo¬ 
ple want from policing and I’ll be 
watching with interest to see what the 
public choose as their top anti-social 
behaviour priority.”

End of the road lor county's tol cash 


KENT residents are losing out in 
cash for roads from the Dartford 
crossing tolls and the system needs to 
change, according to county council¬ 
lors. 

KCC’s Cllr Keith Fenin said the 
crossing charging system needed a 
“radical overhaul” in order for local 
motorists to benefit. 

His call follows news that cash 
received by the county authority 
from tolls is set to stop. 

The Department of Transport is 
proposing a discount scheme for driv¬ 
ers in Dartford to pay a £10 registra¬ 
tion fee in return for 50 free crossings 
a year, due to be introduced in the 


autumn. However, the £1 million a 
year which KCC has been getting 
from the tolls towards planned inte¬ 
grated transport schemes is being 
phased out. 

Cllr Fenin, the cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The Dartford tolls 
don’t reduce congestion, they add to 
it. Motorists are repeatedly held up 
in lengthy queues on both sides and 
residents suffer from noise pollution. 

“While Kent has been receiving £1 
million a year in loan sanctions - 
meaning we have been allowed to 
borrow the money - in future we will 
not even get that. 

“The Government is going to divert 


the cash away from Kent into nation¬ 
al transport projects, while we con¬ 
tinue to suffer. 

“There must be better ways of 
doing this which are of benefit to 
more people in Kent. The charging 
system needs a radical overhaul to 
make it fairer for all. 

“As it stands, residents in 
Gravesend won’t get the benefit from 
the proposed discount even though 
they live four kilometres closer to the 
crossing than people living on the 
Essex side who do qualify. 

“We believe in putting the people of 
Kent first. These proposals seem to 
do the opposite.”

MORE than 120 service 
veterans from Thanet, 
Folkestone and other 
parts of east Kent 
enjoyed a day of enter¬ 
tainment, lunch and 
dancing at the Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate. 

Many of the former members of 
the armed forces, and those who 
served their country in other 
capacities, fought in the Second 
War Two and later conflicts, and 
attended the event.

The veterans are 
youngsters in older bodies - 
although you could forget the old 
bodies bit judging by the way they

“I know they enjoyed their day 
and it was a privilege to welcome 
them.” 

“We’re having a great day 
already - and all the events 
haven’t even started yet,” said 
former Royal Navy man Bob 
Saxby, from Hythe. 

“This is the best time I have 


had in very long time,” said 90- 
year-old retired postman Harry 
Pearce, from Ramsgate. 

Mr Pearce, who was bom in 
Ramsgate, served with the East 
Kent Regiment (the Buffs) but 
was captured by the Germans 
while fighting on Neros near 
Corfu and sent to a prison of war 
camp in Germany, where he spent 
16 months in captivity.

Wonderful tales that we 
mustn't allow to be lost 


“THE world ” said Ernest Heming¬ 
way, “is a fine place and worth 
fighting for.” 

I had a ‘Hemingway adventure’ of my own 
last winter, tracing the author’s path around 
the lively bars of Havana. 

As a boy, I discovered a loose connection 
between the great 20th-century author and a 
beach inspector in Thanet going back to the 
Spanish civil war. 

I had just left school and was ‘working the 
deckchairs’ in Palm Bay when a chance con¬ 
versation revealed that the old chap I was 
working with, Jim (not his real name), had 
been a member of the International Brigade, 
fighting for the Republican cause against the 
Nationalists of General Franco’s Nazi- 
supported army between 1936 and 1939. 

The advent of mass media allowed an unpre¬ 
cedented level of attention on the civil war 
(Hemingway, George Orwell and Robert Capa 
all covered it) and it became notable for the 


passion and political division it inspired, and 
for atrocities such as the bombing of Guernica. 

My father had to leave Madrid because of the 
civil war, and Jim, a fervent trade unionist, 
shared with me in a cold, windswept beach- 
hut in July 1975, between rolling cigarettes, 
his story of an encounter with the author and 
the events that led him to volunteer to fight. 

Of course, Hemingway wrote the classic For 
Whom the Bell Tolls, but Jim, and many oth¬ 
ers like him, had equally fascinating stories 
that may never be told. 

There was John Brown, who lived quietly in 
Broadstairs and who flew Pathfinder Mos¬ 
quitoes in the Second World War and led the 
bomber raid on the German Peenemnnde 
rocket complex. 

And in Birchington, a former Royal Flying 
Corps pilot from the First World War who was 
as bright as a button and used to frequent the 
Bungalow Hotel. There was even my former 
head-teacher at Charles Dickens school, Mr 
Morland, a member of the Navy’s elite Special 
Boat Service who had to clear obstacles from 


the D-Day beaches before daylight, in advance 
of the main landing. 

Thanet, I find from meeting our retired 
residents, is full of untold stories of personal 
heroism and achievement. With every year 
that passes, more of this history is lost. 

Today, we have a thriving internet ‘blogging’ 
community on the island and, for the first time 
in history, it gives everyone a chance to tell 
their story and secure it for the future as part 
of a universal record of human experience. 

A secret history is a lost history and so I 
would like to use this week’s column to 
encourage readers to use the internet and 
sites like blogger.com to start telling their own 
stories of the more interesting events of their 
lives, or those of their grandparents, as they 
dovetail into moments of our collective history. 

There are lots of unknown stories in Thanet, 
lots of ‘Jims’ (both men and women) and per¬ 
haps a Hemingway or two hidden among them. 

Now would be a good time to use the inter¬ 
net to start telling their 20th-century stories 
before it’s too late.

Children deserve 
better than this 

Kent County Council knows it is 
vulnerable to criticism over the 
poor GCSE results in many of its 
secondary modem schools. 

What does an astute politician 
do in such circumstances to 
distract the public? 

Listen to Chris Wells, 
Conservative member for 
education, and you learn the 
technique. 

First tactic: distort what your 
critic is saying. 

The Government minister for 
education has said that, although 
progress has been made, there 
are still too many schools - 19 in 


Kent - where the likely outcomes 
at 16 are not good enough. 

Cllr Wells distorts this into an 
attack on pupils, teachers and 
schools, and then is surprised 
that people react. 

Second tactic: attack the 
messenger. 

Kent has known it is in this 
position for many years. Kent 
Conservatives allow the 
distortions caused by selection to 
continue, without taking any 
action to compensate the pupils 
who find themselves in 
secondary modem schools. 

Instead, they quote statistics 
that appear to show “overall” 
results are comparable. 

This ignores the situation 
where many parents have no 
choice but to send their child to 
a school with low attainment 
results. 

Surely Kent owes it to parents 
and children alike to deploy 
resources, so whatever school a 
child attends, he or she should 
have the best possible chance of 
achieving good results. 

Currently, this is measured as 
five GCSE A-C grades including 
maths and English. 

The Labour government’s 
Children’s Plan sets out that by 
2020 at least 90 per cent of 
children will achieve the 
equivalent of five higher-level 
GCSEs by age 19. 

National Challenge, the 
programme Cllr Wells dislikes 
so much, is an important step to 
meeting the goal that in every 
secondary school at least 30 per 
cent of its pupils will achieve five 
good GCSEs, including English 
and maths, by 2011. 

In 1997 there were 1,610 
schools below this 30 per cent 
standard; today there are 638 - 
the National Challenge sets out 
how we will reduce this to zero. 

Ed Balls, secretary of state for 
children, schools and families, 
has announced that the 
Government will double the £200 
million announced in the Budget 


to £400m to help local authorities 
and schools achieve this target. 

This extra funding could mean 
up to 70 National Challenge 
schools could be converted into 
academies over and above 
existing plans, and that up to 
120 new Tmst schools created. 

This 120 could include 70 
National Challenge Trusts, 
where a school links with 
another high-performing school, 
as well as an external partner 
such as a university or business. 

To kick-start the National 
Challenge, Mr Balls asked local 
authorities to set out, by the end 
of the school summer term, 
individual action plans for how 
they will transform results in 
each National Challenge school 
from now until 2011. 

Cllr Wells would be better 
employed just getting on with 
his job instead of playing politics 
with our children’s education.

MERYL Streep is best 
known for her serious 
roles in films like Out Of 
Africa, so it’s really quite 
hard to imagine her as a 
flamboyant Lycra-clad 
blonde, belting out Super 
Trouper and other camp 
Abba numbers. 

But this is exactly the surpris¬ 
ing transformation the two-time 
Oscar-winner has undergone for 
one of this summer’s brightest 
blockbusters - the film adapt¬ 
ation of the hit musical Mamma 
Mia! 

When we meet at an elegant 
hotel in London, Streep is looking 
her usual demure self - but she’s 
mischievous and keen to dispel 
the idea that she’s out of place in 
musicals. 

“My first Broadway show was a 
musical and then I’d done a lot of 
musicals in high school, so it was 
like coming home to a thing that 
I always loved doing,” she says. 

“I haven’t done many because I 
haven’t done much stage, even 
though I wanted to, in a long 
time... and people are afraid to 
make musicals into movies.” 

Streep heads an impressive 
cast-list as Donna, a hippy mum 
running a guest house on a Greek 
island whose only daughter 
Sophie (Amanda Seyfried) is 
about to get married. 

Unknown to Donna, Sophie has 
pinched her mum’s diary from the 
year she was bom and has invited 
her three potential fathers 
(played by Pierce Brosnan, Colin 
Firth and Stellan Skarsgard) to 
her wedding, although her mum 
hasn’t seen them in 20 years. 

Cue much mayhem in the swel¬ 
tering heat as Sophie tries to 


work out which man is her dad 
and Donna tries to chase them off 
the island - all set to various 
Abba classics. 

One of the funniest, and most 
surreal, moments comes during 
Sophie’s hen party, when Donna 
and her best friends (played by 
Julie Walters and Christine 
Baranski) squeeze into their plat¬ 


form boots and colourful flares to 
perform one more time as 1970s 
band Donna And The Dynamos. 

Streep, who recently turned 59 
but doesn’t look anywhere near it, 
fell in love with Mamma Mia! 
long before she was singled out to 
play Donna after watching it on 
Broadway in 2001. 

“I took my ten-year-old and her 


birthday party right after it had 
opened. It was right after 
September 11 and everyone was 
feeling really low and I thought 
What am I going to do with all 
these kids?’,” she says. 

“I saw an ad in the New York 
Times and it said ‘new British 
musical’ and something about 
‘buoyant fun’ and I thought ‘Boy! 
I’m there’. 

“I took the kids and we were all 
dancing in the aisles and down 
the street. I bought the album and 
sang the songs for two years.” 

The actress, who has four child¬ 
ren with her husband of almost 
30 years Don Gummer, admits 
she was apprehensive about her 
now grown-up offspring seeing 
their mum in psychedelic 1970s 
gear for some of the big retro 
dance numbers. 

“I was nervous, but then I 
showed them all the stills and 
they’ve already had their mortifi¬ 
cation moment about me wearing 
spandex. 

‘We have to get over this,” she 
says with a laugh. “I can’t wait for 
them to see it. It’s as if we’ve all 
done it for our daughters. 

“My son will be appalled, but I 
think he’ll actually like it because 
he’s a musician and he’ll get a 
kick out of it.”

IN the beginning God creat¬ 
ed the heaven and the earth.

If you never saw Fraiser then this 
could work for you, but it’s still a drop 
in quality and I’d leave well alone if you 
were a fan of the shrink’s antics and 
would rather not tarnish the memory.

IT may be a cliche, but as I gazed 
toward the sprinkling of tiny islands 
across the mauve waters reflecting 
the sunlight of the bay, I really could 
have been anywhere in the world. 

Yet I was just 28 miles off the coast of main¬ 
land Britain, standing under a palm tree on one 
of the isle of Tresco’s amazing beaches. 

Tresco is arguably the prettiest of the archipel¬ 
ago that is the Isles of Scilly. But this idyllic 
location remains something of a secret; there 
are those ‘in the know’, the lucky few who have 
visited and come back year after year. And then 
there are the rest of us, who would perhaps 
struggle to point to the isles on a map. 

The 2,000 residents - most of whom live on the 
main island of St Mary’s - will happily tell 
you about the Gulf Stream that ensures higher 
temperatures and frost-free winters. 

They might also mention their average wage 
is well under the rest of the UK and they might 
even moan, if light-heartedly, that the whole 
area is part of the Duchy of Cornwall and allows 
Prince Charles to rake in millions each year. 

So, arguably, this is feudal Britain... but with 
a twist. Because they all love living there. 

What they forget to mention, but it strikes any 
visitor immediately, is the lifestyle from another 
century. Everyone says ‘good morning’ and 
people really do leave their doors unlocked at 
night. No one can remember the last serious 
crime on the isles.

Bryher upstart. 

It is a regular in Britain’s top 50 hotels and 
would be a winner in my book even if it were a 
potting shed, simply for its location. As I enjoyed 
a divine meal gazing across Long Point to 
Foreman’s Island while the sun turned the sky 
red, I truly felt Scilly was unbeatable. 

Tresco is the island of choice for many holiday¬ 
makers with its beaches, country walks, spectac¬ 
ular botanical gardens and lifestyle. 

And the Flying Boat Club, with its restaurant 
bar, pool and spa, offers all the facilities of a first- 
class hotel for people staying in the club’s beach 
houses and cottages. 

So why are you flying halfway around the 
world for island isolation, spectacular scenery, 
exceptional service and escape from the crush of 
other holidaymakers?

New homes from old 

Scheme has seen almost 500 properties brought back to use

Cooperation could 
help house market 

THE Home Builders Federation wants 
the Government to do more to help pro¬ 
vide affordable homes to buyers across 
the UK 

Executive chairman Stewart Baseley 
said any moves in this direction would go 
some way to boosting the country’s prop¬ 
erty market and provide greater confi¬ 
dence for both sellers and buyers. 

He said that it was only the private 
sector which could help in this area by 
delivering homes which were at the right 
price for those looking to buy, and minis¬ 
ters should ensure that they worked as 
closely as possible with developers to 
assist them in any way possible. 

“This will bring much-needed confi¬ 
dence to the market,” said Mr Baseley. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint has 
unveiled moves in this direction, with 
£270 million released through the 
Housing Corporation to build new 
homes. 

The Federation called this “a step in 
the right direction” but added more 
needs to be done. 

Government targets for new homes 
include a total of 240,000 to be built 
across the UK each year by 2016. 

Stable interest rate 
predicted by analyst 

INTEREST rates in the UK will remain 
on hold at five per cent until the end of 
this year, according to a leading 
economist. 

Ross Walker, of the Royal Bank of 
Scotland, said the trend of rising inflat¬ 
ion rates and a weakening economy will 
keep rates stable for the next five 
months at least. 

He said in reference to decision¬ 
making in today’s economic climate: 
“The Monetary Policy Committee is 
stuck like the proverbial rabbit in the 
headlights.” 

But he added that he felt there would 
be movement next year, most likely in 
the first quarter. 

The Bank of England, which oversees 
interest rates in the UK, is looking at 
how best to combat the credit crunch 
which has combined with high oil prices 
and increased food prices to cause the 
economic downturn. 

The final decision on interest rates is 
the responsibility of the bank’s Mone¬ 
tary Policy Committee, which agreed 
last week to hold rates at five per cent. 


A PLAN which is helping to create 
new homes across the county by 
bringing long-term empty proper¬ 
ties back into use has exceeded its 
delivery target. 

Following a pioneering programme, it has 
spread countywide and is aimed at renovating 
derelict properties - which are both useless 
and an eyesore 

Launched in 2005, No Use Empty - the Kent 
Empty Property Initiative started as a part¬ 
nership between Kent County Council and 
east Kent coastal authorities including Dover, 
Shepway and Thanet. 

Research had earlier revealed they had a 
large number of empty homes. 

New figures just released reveal that in the 
past three years almost 500 properties have 
been brought back into use as new, good-quality 
homes and that the remaining district councils

from across the county have joined the initiative. 

The initial three-year target for the number 
of empty properties to be returned to use was 
372, and this figure has been surpassed by 
more than 30 per cent, with a total of 487 
vacant properties given a new lease of life and 
turned into a home. 

Roger Gough, cabinet member for regener¬ 
ation at KCC, said: “Empty houses are a 
scourge on our local communities, preventing 
investment and regeneration, devaluing sur¬ 
rounding properties, attracting anti-social 
behaviour and depriving people of a much- 
needed home. 

“In teaming up with local authorities from 
across the county, Kent has tackled this issue 
head-on, delivering outstanding results which 
prove this initiative is an effective and efficient 
approach to tackling empty housing. 


“This success is a great testimony to the 
hard work and dedication of the No Use 
Empty project team, but especially to the 
empty property officers from across the local 
district councils. 

“The initiative has been widely praised 
across the UK as a unique partnership 
between county and local councils and is a 
blueprint for other councils in the country to 
follow.” 

David Ireland, chief executive of the Empty 
Homes Agency, said: “No Use Empty has more 
than lived up to its early promise. 

“Not only have the councils performed well, 
but the initiative has had a catalytic effect 
encouraging others to bring empty homes 
back into use. 

“The numbers of empty homes in east Kent 
have dropped significantly over the past three 
years. We think that Kent has created a fan¬ 
tastic model that other parts of the country 
should follow.”
